power to suggest, to confer with, and secure the 
appointment from both the resident directory of 
the railways and the resident laborers a conferring 
committee of three from each, and to report their 
action and the results to an adjourned meeting to 
be called by the Chairman of this meeting for that 
purpose.

THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


A REBUKE TO THE ADMINISTRATION 
BY THE SENATE. 


Senator Frye’s Resolution Against the Ap 
pointment of a Fisheries Commission 
Adopted by a Decisive Vote—House 
Committee Action in the Same Direc- 
tion—Frank Hurd’s Efforts to Get Into 
Romeis’ Seat. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—|Special.|— 
By a vote of 35 yeas to 10 nays the Senate to- 
day agreed to a resolution which is a condem- 
nation of the Administration, especially that 
very large part of it represented by Secretary 
Bayard. Following is the resolution: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Senate the 
appointment of a commission in which the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Great Britain shall 
be represented, charged with the consideration and 


settlement of the tishing rights of the two Govern- 
ments on the Goasts of the United States and Brit- 


ish North America, ought not to be provided for by 


Congress. 

These dispatches have already told the story 
of Bayard’s subservience to British interests 
and the small heed he has paid to the protests 
of American fishermen. There was some very 
plain talk today from Senator Frye on this 
matter. The vote was emphatic. Of the af- 
firmative votes twenty-six were Republican 
and nine Democratic, the Democrats being 
Messrs. Brown, Butler, Fair, Gorman, Harris, 
McPherson, Maxey, Morgan, and Payne. The 
negative votes, all Democratic, were Messrs. 
Call, Cockrell, Coke, Colquitt, Eustis, Gray, 
Pugh, Vance, Voorhees, and Walthall. A num- 
ber of pairs with absent Senators were an- 
nounced. 

The House Foreign Affairs Committee also 
directed a favorable report on the Dingley res- 
olution, which reads: 

Resolved, That the President be requested to fur- 
nish the House, if compatible with the public in- 
terests, with any information in his possession rei- 
ative to the exciusion of American fishing vessels 
from the ports of entry of the Dominion of Canada 
for the purpose of trading, purchasing pupplies, or 
landing fish caught in deep water for shipment in 
bond to the United States, or doing other acts 
which Canadian and other British vessels are free- 
ly permitted to do in porte of the United States, 
and also to inform the House what steps, if any, 
have been taken to bring such unwarranted and 
unfriendly acts of the Dominion authorities to the 
attention of the British Government. 


The Hurd-Romeis Contest. 

The Hurd-Romeis contest was called up in 
House today by Chairman Turner of the Rlec- 
tions Committee. The report of the majority, 
leaving Mr. Romeis undisturbed in his seat, 
was supported by Mr. Boyle, the Democratic 
member from Pennsy!vania, who made aciear- 
cut statement showmg the weakness 
ot Hurd’s case. Robertson of Kentucky 
and Martin of Alabama argued in 
favor of seating Hurd. The majority of the 
committee had taken the position that the al- 
leged intimidation on Kelly’s Island in Lake 
Erie was not established, and would not have 
affected the contest if it had been. But Mesars. 
Robertson and Martin solemniy warned their 
colleagues against bulldozing. having adopted 
that expressive word as their own. They 
dragged in tree trade by claiming that the 
fight against Hurd had been made a National 
one because of his position on the tariff. The 
inference left to be drawn was that since 
the free-trader had been beaten at the polls 
the tariff reformers in Congress should re- 
buke the people of the Tenth Ohio District by 
giving Hurd a seat. Croxton of Virginia 
spoke in behaif of the midway minority re- 
port. He thought there had been 
too much money used in Romeie’ 
behalf, but be did not think that Hurd had 
been chosen. He therefore favored declaring 
the seat vacant. During bis remarks Croxton 
surprised his colleagues by asserting that, 
though a Virginia Democrat, he believed in 
nonest elections. On behalf of the Republic- 
an members of the committee Payne of New 
York and Dorsey of Nebraska up.eld Romeis’ 
right to his seat. Hurd was on the floor dur- 
ing the discussion and watched closely the 
questions asked of his champions. The debate 
will close tomorrow and a vote will be had 
late in the afternoon.

The President has withdrawn the nomina- 
tion of H. P. Albert to be Postmaster at Stuart, 
Guthrie County, Ia. 

Today the Senate confirmed Gen. McClernand’ 
to be President of tne Utah Commission. There 
bt no opposition. Oterly’s confirmation as 
Civil-Service Commissioner, which was made 
last week, was seni tothe President today, and 
he will enter upon his duties as soon as his 
affairs at the Indian Bureau can be closed up. 

There is renewed inquiry this week to know 
what has become of the Edmunds Anti-Mor- 
mon bill whieh has slept in the House Judi- 
ciary Committee for three months without re- 
ceiving attention. The presence of the Mor- 
mon lobby here has led some of the members 
to inguire what influences are working in this 
particular direction. 

Senator Dolph of Oregon gave a dinner tonight 
in honor of the Justices of the Supreme Court 
and e few of his Senatorial colleagues. Sixteen 
courses were served.

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


Milwaukee Manufacturers Talking of Offer- 
ing to Compromise with the Striking 
Tallors. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 13.—| Special. |—The 
Strike of the 2,000 or more custom and hop 
tailors in the city went into effect today. The 
principal merchant tailors are firm in their 
position that they cano®t afford to pay 
the men the scale of prices asked. 
A meeting of the manufacturers 
bas been called for tomorrow even- 
ing, when the situation will be discussed and 
an attempt be made to agree upona compro 
mise scale to be offered the strikers. The lat- 
ter, however, judging from their talk today, 
are not inclined to entertain any proposition 
other than the acceptance of that for which 
they are now striking. They have also been 
given encouragement to stand out by several 
talloring establishments of the smaller order 
acceding to the strikers’ demands. The firat- 
nese gue larger shops, bowever, are practically 
ciosed. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 13.—Mayor-elect 
Ames took the oath of office this afternvon. 
In bie message he said be considered the de- 
mands of organized labor in a great measure 
just, and recommended that the Council pass 
an ordinance making eight hours a day’s labor 
for city employés and that $1.50 a day be the 
lowest wages paid by the city to any laborer. 

CoLumBus, O., April 13.— [Special. I— The 
employés of the Ohio Pipe Company to the 
numberof fifty struck today because their 
foreman dispensed with the service of one of 
the force whoisa Knight of Labor. There 
was no sembiance of a disturbance, the men 
quiet'y putting on their hats and walking out. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 13.—The operators 
of the Clearfield bituminous coal region, rep- 
resenting nine-tenths of the coal mined.in that 
section, today issued a circular to their men, 
who have been on a strike for an advance of 
wages for a month, The operators say they 
are always ready to pay the highest 
wages compatible with the ruling prices 
for coal; that just now the  ~»price 
is very low, OW to increased competition, 
that it is impossible to accede to the demands 
of the men for the reasons given. It is noted 
in this connection that the Executive Board of 
the Federation of Mine Laborers ordered the 
strike in this region, notwithstanding the fact 
that two-thirds of the men were opposed to 
the strike, andin the Houtzdale district voted 
seven to one against it. 


Calling on Mr. Lothhols. 

The committee appointed by the Central 
Labor Union to wait on Richard Lotbholz, the 
North Side butcher, to investigate the alleged 
discharge of three men who belonged to their 
union, called Monday. They were told that 
the three men had not been discharged, but 
had left voluntarily. Mr. Lothholz employs 
seven butchers, and these three men, who were 
tne only union men in the place, Mr. Lothholz 
says, interfered with the work of the 
others. He told them not to disturb 
the men, when they feit hurt and left. 1 
bave no objection to any man because he be- 
longs to a union,’’ Mr. Lothbolz said. Nor do 
I object to my men becoming union men. 
These men have warned union butchers from 
applying for work at my place, and yet they 
want me to make this a union shop, If a man 
suits me I don’t care if he belong to a dozen 
societies. The committee came yesterday 
and asked me to take back those 
three men and sign an agreement, 
but I refused. This morning they called 
again, but I gave them the same answer. My 
men are satistied, as I give them $9 a week and 
board.“ The committee wanted him to agree 
to abide by the union rules fixing the hours of 
work at not more than ten perday. They will 
see him again and talk over this last point, 


More Trouble at Maxwells’. 

The men who bave been working at Maxwell 
Bros.’ factory since the strike have been grad- 
ually leaving the works and being replaced by 
union men. Yesterday morning there were 
only sixteen left, and when the remaining 
union men took possession of the factory they 
objected to working with these sixteen non- 
union men. The objection finaliy cuiminated 
in another strike, which lasted two hours, and 
was finally ended by the exodus of the non- 
unionists.

ORIGINAL ARCHITECTURE. 


The Experiment of the Better Style of Chi- 
nese Dwelling- Houses to Be Tried in Chi- 
ca go. 

Mr. A. F. Nightingale, Principal of the Lake 
View High-School, who is soon to take charge 
of the new high-school at Ravenswood, has 
had plans prepared for the erection of a 
unique dwelling-house in the latter pleasant 
suburb. The proposed structure is described 
by the architects, Cookingham & Clarke, 
as a “Chinese dwelling,” and 18 
said to be an exact imitation 
of private houses of the wealthier classes in 
China. It is the architects and not Mr. Night- 
male who are responsible for the introduction 
of this style of dwelling. Mr. Cookingham has 
recently spent two years |in New York] mas- 
tering the intricacies of Chinese arch- 
itecture, and has obtained and  stud- 
ied the plans and works—literary works 
—of the most eminent architects in 
the Flowery Kingdom from Cochin-China 
to the Altai Mountains. He erected two 
buildings, Chinese ssyle, in the Bast as an ex- 
periment, and bemg much satisfied with the 
result be moved to the great building centre of 
the Nation, and will spend the rest of his 
active career in ornamenting Chicago’s sub- 
urbs with pagoda-shaped dwellings at 
the lowest market price. Mr. Nightingale, 
the first customer, baving been struck 
with the beauty and utility of Ghinese build- 
ings, as per architect’s plana, goes the length 
of 85.000 for a two-story and attic frame build- 
ing with the customary solid foundations, and 
within a few days tne pians will be gquite fin- 
ished ana the actual work begun. 

The house will have twelve rooms, and with 
the exception of a kitchen in the rear each 
room will be irreguiar in shape, with 
a general octagonal outline. The central 
ground plan is in the form of a Maltese cross, 
each side equal, and with a room tod each di- 
vision, and a large chimney in the centre of 
the whole. The mantel and fireplace in each 
room will thus be in the centre of the house, 
the four encircling the central cbimney. In 
the two front angles of the cross, 22 
degrees from the centre, the two entrances 
are located, both exactly alike. The most 
striking peculiarity of the house will probably 
be its lack of corridors. There will not be a 
hall or corridor, nor anything thereto corre- 
sponding, in the whole building. Entering 
from the front the visitor ascends four or five 
steps and passes through the outer door to a 
little vestibule. This leads directly into two 
apartments, one on either hand. Then one 
passes through either apartment to the apart- 
ment beyond, the only connections between 
the four rooms being the double doors in the 
walls. One of the rear of these four apart- 
ments bas a door to the kitchen and the other 
a door to the stairway. The connections in 
angles of the cross, it will be observed, 
give the building a circular appearance 
on the outside. There will be no 
gables, but each section of what would other- 
wise be a gable goes upward iu a convex and 
tapering form, ending in a point near the root. 
A portion of the outer adornment would be 
Queen Anne gables if each Queen Anne gable 
did not wear a bustie in the shape of a Chinese 
parasol ’’—or ordinary umbrelia—which makes 
it cease tobe a gable of any kind. The 
plumbing aad bath-rooms are arranged in the 
centre of the building, and consequently must 
bave some relation to the chimney, but how 
this exactly is none but a sanitary reporter 
could explain at the present stage of the busi- 
ness. 

The cost of a building of this kind, the 
architect gays, is hardly anything over that 
of the ordinary style for the same 
amount of accommodation. The principal dif- 
ference lies in the fact that more skilled labor 
will be needed, there being so much ornament- 
al shingling. But, to quote the same author- 
ity, the extra cost is nothing—less than noth- 
ing—compared with the grace and beauty of 
the Chinese style of architecture.’’

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SAMUEL J. TILDEN’S MINING SPECULA~ 
TIONS AIRED IN COURT. 


His Michigan Venture Appears to Have 
Turned Out Handsomely—Mr. Maynard 
Thinks Himself Entitled to Some of the 
Money—Gen. Schofield’s Arrival at Gov- 
ernor’s Island Attended by No Formality 
—Other Chat from Gotham. 

New York, April 13.—[Speolal.] Long argu- 
ments were made today before Judge Shipman 
in the United States Circuit Court in the equity 
suit brought by Matthew H. Maynard, assignee 
of the estate of William L. Wetmore, against 
Samuel J. Tilden for an accounting in 
the affairs of the New York Iron 
Mine, of which Mr. Tilden was the largest 
owner. The complainant claims he is entitied 
toa large sum of money from bis interest in 
the mine as assignee in bankruptcy of Mr. 


Wetmore. The latter originally told Mr. Til 

den concerning a certain tract of land in Micbi- 
gan, which he represented would produce a large 
yield of iron ore. Mr. Tilden leased the land, 
investing $5,000, and according to the plaintiff 
it bas yielded him $1,250,000. Mr. Wetmore 
kept a sixteenth interest. Business was car- 
ried on by Mr. Tilden and Mr. Wetmore for a 
long time and the mine paid handsomely, but 
finally a company was formed, as it is claimed, 
in which olerks in Mr. Tilden’s employ 
were made directors. The stock was aft- 
erward increased from $250,000 to $500,000. 
During this time Wetmore had obtained 3.000 
shares from Mr. Tilden. The latter, however, it 
is claimed, retained them for security for other 
indebtedness. Ou accout of a fire Mr. Wet- 
more failed in 1877 and went into bankruptcy, 
but the business went on the same as before 
till 1883, and al) the profits went to the defend- 
ant, Then the New York Mining Company 
was formed and a new lease taken of the 
property. During 1871, it is claimed, 
Mr. Tilden received nearly $400,- 
000 from the mine, and it was 
on this sum that, during the campaign of 1876, 
it was claimed he bad not paid bis income tax. 
The detense says that Mr. Tilden was simply a 
cojbwner of corporate property with Wet- 
more. and that under the _ stat- 
ute of limitations the suit cannot be 
brought. According to Mr. Tilden’s testimony, 
taken recently at Yonkers, he never contem- 
plated carrying on business except by corpor- 
ate organization, and never had any doubt the 
corporation was effectually organzed. In regard 
to his present health Mr. Tilden seid: I bave 
an affection of the larynx which impairs the 
elasticity of what are called the vocal chords, 
so that they will not come together, and the 
air passes through without their helping to 
form words, ana so reduces me to a wiisper.”’ 

Gen. Schofield’s Arrival. 

Very informally, witbout even the customary 
salute, Maj.-Gen. John M. Schofield landed on 
Governor's Island and assumed command of 
the Division of the Atlantic a few 
minutes before noon today. Gen. Scho- 
field was accompanied by his daughter, 
Miss Schofield, Gen. Rodenbougb, Capt. J. P. 
Sanger, First-Lieut. John Pitcher, and a group 
of visitors. The party was met at the landing 
by Gen. R. E. Jackson, commander of the post; 
Adjt.-Gen. Whipple, Capts. Charles C. Mor- 
ris, W. B. Beok, and Fessenden 
of the Fifth Artillery; Lieut. Saw- 
yer, officer of the day; and Lieut. O. 
E. Wood. All the officers of the post were in 
fatigue uniform. Gen. Schofield was dressed 
in citizen’s olothes. As the guard-house was 
passed the guard appeared and presented 
arms, and the bugler sounded a salute. This 
was the only ceremony attending the arrival. 


Gotham Chat. 


Wall street learned today something about 
the identity of the mysterious * R.“ whose 
flood of Chicago dispatches have advised ali 
Wall street to buy St. Paul & Duluth and Hock- 
ing Valley stocks. The philanthropist turns 
out to be William H. Ashton. He is not known 
as a financier of distinguished quality. At the 
close of today’s business Rs little flyer 
seemed to be at an end. 

A well-known broker of this city, Dennis C. 
Wilcox, committed suicide at his home by 
shooting himself today. His mind is said to 
have been diseased, He was 57 years of age. 

R. H. Harris, Treasurer of Sag Harbor, L. I.,. 
who stole $6,000, says that hie peculations had 
been going on for two years and that the 
money had been lost in Wall street, through 
Henry Clews & Co. and J. H. Ives & Co. Har- 
ris has turned over all his property and his 
friends are endeavoring to raise the balance. 
He bas not yet been arrested, but is under 
surveillance. 

The Mat and Express asserts that Sunday 
last a diver of the Merritt Wrecking Company 
went down and made an examination of the 
sunken steamer Oregon and ascertained be- 
yond question that she was sunk by a collision, 
Ten feet below the main deck and about 
twenty feet forward of the bridge the diver 
found a hole in the steamer’s side, the heavy 
iron plates crushed in. The hole is six feet 
deep and three feet in breadth at the widest 
part. The steamer is broken in two, and her 
upper decks parted overtwelve feet on top. 
Most of her cargo will be saved. 


WHISKY IN GERMANY, 


Prince Bismarck Advocates a High License 
on the Liquor-Sellers. 

During the recent debate in the German 
Reichstag about the spirits monopoly Prince 
Bismarek delivered a speech in favor of the 
monopoly of the Government, The report of 
the Chicago Freie Presse of the speech con- 
tains the following passages: 


It has been represented by the opposition during 
this debate that the bill was introduced in the in- 
terest of the magnates in Silesia. But these mag- 
nates’’ are in such a position that they can afford 
to look on for a few years while their distilleries 
make no profit. It would even be of advantage to 
these magnates if the crisis should become 
more. acute, The smaller distilleries would 
tnen collapse and the remaining large dis- 
tilleries would put the prices of spirits as high 
as they pleased at the expense of the poor people. 
It is not only a question of the distillery, but of the 
cultivation of potatoes. Every diminution of the 
cultivation of potatoes by a hectar (100 bushels) 
deprives a laborer’a family of their subsistence, 
and every increase by a hectar gives a possibility 
of feeding one more family of laborera. 

The financial need has been admitted by all 
parties, Most of the expenses that are intended 
to be covered by the spirits monopoly are paid at 
present, but In a most inconvenient manner. The 
communities must defray their expenses by means 
of direct taxation. During a debate in the Landtag., 
Dr. Friedenthal stated that the burden of taxation 


in the towns and viliages, considered in percent- 
ages ofj the class and income tax, amounts 
to 298 per cent, andin some country towns even 
585 per cent. Considered in percentages of all the 
State taxes the burden of taxation amounts to 156 
per cent in the cities and 175 per cent in the coun- 
try towns. Thisis actually acase of emergency. 
The extension of local self-government and the 
public-school system requires means. The public 
school, hitherto an object of the affection ot the 
people, might become an object of their dissatis- 
faction on account of the sthool taxes. In Prus- 
sia in the last years there have been 
on an average 1,500.000 tax sales because 
the people could not pay the direct taxes. Such 
conditions would be Obviated by the spirits monop- 
oly. Formerly liberal“ papers have blamed the 
Government for not taking spirits high enough. 
No sooner do we try to tax them than brandy sua- 
deuly becomes the poor man’s drink,” that must 
not be toucned. The saloonkeeper is a class of the 
population that can be very dangerous to a repre- 
sentative seeking reélection, It is dangerous, 
therefore, to offend him.

Consequently you must tax the liquor trade, which 
Can stan bigher tax, for the profit of the liquor 
stores d saloons amounts to 1,000 to 3,000 per 
cent. The litre of whisky costs 10 pfennigs (two 
and a half cents), and out of one litre they sell 
thirty-two glasses at flve, 10, or 15 pfennigs a piece. 

I do not think we ought to stop before the 
liquor trade and allow the burdensome taxation to 
continue in many parts of the Empire simply from 
regard for the liquor trade. Drinking at home has 
by far a less injurious effect than drinking in a sa- 
loon, which undepmines all family lite. I am,

At New York yesterday warrants were 
issued for twelve of the Aldermen supposed 
to have been corruptly connected with the 
Broadway Surface Railway legislation. Ten 
of the ‘‘ suspects” were arrested and gave bail 
in the sum of $25,000 each. Another surren- 
dered and was also released on bonds. The 
twelfth man, Reilly, is thought to have fied. 
The Illinois law against bribery is better 
than the New York statute, for it assures the 
briber of safety if he will confess. Yet Al- 
dermen are caught in New York and here 
they escape. It is true that they get more 
‘*boodle” there, but what they sell is worth 
more. Ours are a cheaper lot, but that is 
not their fault so much as that of eireum- 
stances, Ours take all they can get, and 
that is as much as can be expected of any 
man. At the last Aldermanic election in 
New York public indignation drove the old 
boodle gang out of office. To a certain en- 
tent public indignation has done the same 
thing here on various occasions. But there 
the likeness ends. The reason why is not 
far to seek. In New York they have detect- 
ives who detect, grand jurors who indict, and 
prosecuting attorneys who prosecute. Here 
we have none of those things. We have 
grand jurors chosen to return no bills,“ a 
Chief of Police and detectives who are 
blind to the faults of the Aldermen who 
made them, and a prosecuting attorney who 
is too busy with petty larceny cases to attend 
to franchise thieves. Hence it comes that in 
New York dishonest Aldermen are first 
driven from office only to meet the after pun- 
ishment of the jail and the penitentiary, 
while here, even if stripped of place, they 
still keep their freedom and enjoy the fruits 
of their admitted crimes. The profits of the 
Chicago boodle Alderman are certainly 
smaller than those of his New York breth- 
ren, but the risks he runs are nothing like as 
great. * . 


JAY GOULD’S DEALING WITH THE 
_ KNIGHTS. 

The few friends that Jay Gould has do not 
like to have him held responsible for the dis-, 
turbance, derangement, and loss of life that 
have grown out of the labor troubles at St. 
Louis in consequence of his breach of faith 
with the Knights of Labor, But the facts 
hold him to it. It must be remembered that 
Powderly’s dealings with Gould were not 
conducted by correspondence, but by personal 
consultation, and hence only a small part of 
what passed between Gould and the Labor 
Committee was reduced to writing. 

March 28 the dispatches from New York 
announced that ‘‘the great strike in the 
West is ended, Gould ordering Hoxie to 
take back all former employés, whether 
Knights of Labor or not, except such as 
have damaged property.” This statement 
was based on the following letter sent 
Gould to Powderly March 28 and received 
by Committeeman McDowell in the absence 


of Powderly: 

PRESIDENTS OFFICE MissOURI PACIFIC RAIL 
ROAD, Maroh 28, 1886.—T. F. y, . 
W.—DEAR Sin: Replying to your letter of the 
27th inst. | write to say that I will tomorrow 
morning send the foliowing telegraphic in- 
structions to M. Hoxie, General Manager of 
tho Missouri Pacitic Ratiroad at St. Louis: 

In resuming the movement of trains on the 
Missouri Pacific and in the employing of labor- 
ers in the several departments of this company 
give preference to our late employés, whether 
they are Knights of Labor or not, except that 
you Will not employ any person who bas in- 
jured the company’s property durmg the late 
strike. Nor will we discharge any person who 
has taken service with the company during said 
strike. We see no objection to arbitrating any 


differences between the employes and the company, 


past or future.” 
1 the above will de satisfactory, I re- 


main yours, very truly, JAY GOULD, 
President. 


It is undeniable that the strikers and the 
public generally understood from this that 
Gould had agreed to reémploy all the strikers 
who had not injured property and whose 
places had not been filled, and at the same 
time pledged himself to arbitrate the ques- 
tions of difference in the usual manner. If 
Gould saw no objections to arbitrating dif- 
ferences past or future,” the Executive Com- 
mittee naturally concluded that he had none 
and there would be no further difficulty on 
that score. That such was their understand- 
ing is shown conclusively by the following 
sent by Powderly immediately after Gould’s 
communication reached him:

A. 101, St. Louis: President Jay Gould has con- 
sented to Our proposition for arbitration, and 
so telegraphs Vice-President Hoxie.

The Executive Board also sent out the fol- 
lowing telegram:

Pursuant to 
telegraphic instructions sent to the Chairman 
Executive Board, D. A. 101, you are directed 
to resume work atonce. Per order Executive 
Board. T. V. Powper.y, G. M. W. 


The day after these orders were issued 
after the committee had gone on record 
and officially commanded the strikers to re- 
sume work—Gould pretended that he was 
misunderstood; that While he had no objec- 
tions to arbitration he had not pledged him- 
self to such a mode of settlement, nor to any- 
thing else in fact, and that if any of the strik- 
ers desired to resume work they would have 
to accept such terms as Mr. Hoxie saw fit to 
offer. Mr. Hoxie thereupon declined to meet 
a committee of the Knights or submit any- 
thing to arbitration, but announced that he 
would exercise his own pleasure about re- 
employing strikers, whether they had injured 
the property of the company or not. In fact, 
Hoxie demanded an ‘‘ unconditional surren- 
der” after the Knights were. led to suppose 
that Gould had agreed to an arbitration of 
difficulties. In consequence of this double 
dealing the committeemen were_ compelled 
to admit after they reached St. Louis 
that the agreement with Gould, as he con- 
strued it, amounted to nothing at all, and 
that they were misled, deceived, and en- 
trapped when they ordered a discontinuance 
of the strike.

And in the interval between election and 
inauguration what schemes were put through ! 
Not to speak of other jobs, the Equitable 
Gas Company ordinance, the Weeks-Doyle 
streetcar ordinance, the West Side gas 
ordinance, and the Great Western Railroad 
ordinance were passed between election-day 
and the inauguration of the new Council last 
year, The boodle Aldermen held high car- 
nival in the interim. This year the boodlers 
were only able to put through the West Side 
gas ordinance in the six days of the ex- 
piring time. 

The new law is not in favor with the 
** boodlers,” as might be expected. It Inter- 
teres with what they used to consider pre- 
rogatives and privileges. It cuts short their 
opportunities for plunder. On the other 
hand, it iseminently satisfactory to the hon- 
est voters.

MANUAL TRAINING IN CHICAGO. 

Manual training will be introduced into 
the Chicago public schoois about the ist of 
September next—the beginning of the educa- 
tional year. The members of the Board of 
Education are practically unanimous on this 
point. The only disagreement among them 
seems to be as to the form in which it will be 
introduced and where. Some members 
think that the experiment — as they con- 
tinue to call it—should be tried in the high 
schools only. But as Mr. Ham, who is an 
authority on this subject, well says, manual 
training has passed out of the region ot ex- 
periment. It must for the tuture form a 
part of every well-arranged public-school 
course of studies. The education of the 
hand and eye must keep pace with the edu- 
cation of the mind. They must be aids to 
each other. Industrial training of some 
sort in our ‘schools ig a necessity. 
The apprentice system is dead. No Amer- 
ican-born boy who is not the son er other 
relative of a trades-unionist can now become 
& mechanic unless through the aid of some 
such system of industrial education as is 
pursued in the Chicago Manual-Training 
School. Besides, in most trades, owing to 
the extent to which division of labor has 
been catried, four or five years spent at an 
apprenticeship, as was the custom twenty 
and thirty years ago, is a waste of time. If 
boys but learn the use of tools and the prin- 
ciples of mechanics, and acquire some little 
skill in applying those principles during 
their school-days, they readily become pro- 
ficients in the work assigned to them after- 
wards in shops and factories, It is not 
necessary to learn all the details of a trade. 
For these and other reasons the disappear- 
ance of the apprentice system is not so great 
an evil as it is held to be. Should manual 
training be generally adopted, as now seems 
altogether probable, few will regret its de- 
cadence and hardly any will suffer thereby. 

The only opponents which the manual- 
training system seems to have nowadays are 
the schoolmasters—the narrowest people in 
the community, the Prohibitionists not ex- 
cepted. They are afraid its introduction into 
the public schools will interfere with their 
routine book studies, and that it may give 
them a little more to do. The experience so 
far has been that it will not. Prof. McAllis- 
ter, Superintendent of the Philadelphia pub- 
lic schools, a broad-gaged man, asserts that 
manual training aids mental development, 
and Dr. H. H. Belfield, director of the Man- 
ual-Training School in this city, who was 
Principal of one of the public high schools 
here for many years, indorses Prof. McAllis- 
ter’s statement. After three years’ experi- 
ence with the new education he is able to 
meet the objections of the public-school 
teachers to the introduction of industrial 
training by the following emphatic statement 
which has not been challenged by any of the 
objectors. He says: 


My pupile have been neither exceptionally 
brilliant nor unusually well fitted on entering 
yet their academic work compares weil in 
quantity and quality with that _of correspond- 
ing classes in other high schools, notwithstand- 
ing that three hours are daily devoted to lab- 
oratory work and drawmg. While this work 
makes a demand on brain as well as muscle, it 
is a rest from the old régime routine ana seems 
not to impede progress in purely intellectual 
exercises. The effect on health of pupils’ lab- 
Oratory exercises was not a subject of observa- 
tion or inquiry with me until my attention was 
directed to it by parents, several of whom 
stated that their sons bad never before reached 
the end of a school year without break 
down” and leaving sohool temporarily. The 
testimony to improved health bas been uni- 
form, with a tew exceptions. Two ambitious 
boys have shown alight effects of overwork; 
or a —— wholly or partly from 
orging, reyes being unable to e 
light and heat of the fires. W 


Much more testimony equally strong could 
be quoted to prove that manual training is 
really an aid, not a hindrance, to mental 
training. But that now seems to be con- 
ceded except by antediluvian pedagogs. It 
is even more than an ald to mental training; 
it is an inducement to boys to remaln in 
school; it will prove one of the most potent 
remedies for truancy. As Mr. John M. 
Clark of the Chicago School Board said re- 
cently: It manual training were part of 
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would de as 
crowded as the grammar schools.“ 

In fact, a complete case has been made in 
favor of making manual training part of the 
course of study in the high schools at least. 
Not a valid objection has been urged against 
it. ‘The only obstacle in the way is the ques- 
tion of cost. The members of the Board of 
Education who have been investigating the 
matter have figured the expense of the first 
year at $5,000. It will probably exceed 
double that amount, as there is no doubt that 
Chicago boys will readily avail themselves of 
the opportunities proposed to be offered in 
this direction, But $10,000 or $20,000 is a 
mere trifle compared with the advantages to 
be derived. More than five times the sum is 
misspent by the present board in ginger- 
bread ornamentation of school buildings and 
in paying for the teaching of foreign lan- 
guages and ornamental branches, The plan, 
as outlined in the resolution offered at the 
meeting of the Text-Book Committee 
Monday night, seems to be 4 
good one, It is feasible, and 
as it contemplates extension to the grammar 
grades will undoubtedly meet with very gen- 
eral approval. The unused halls of the 
recently-erected buildings, added at large ex- 
pense, can be utilized for workshops, when 
after a year’s trial it has been proved that 
the introduction of manual training is a new 
departure of the right kind. Nor should the 
manual training be confined to the boys alone, 
America is perhaps the only civilized country 
where girls are not taught to sew and em- 
broider in the public schools. There is not 
a single reason why it should be the excep- 
tion. The introduction of this form of manual 
training would not cost a dollar. It would 
save many dollars to parents, and the practical 
knowledge acquired would be of incalculable 
advantage. It will all come in good time. 
The people are settling down to the convic- 
tion that education is not mere book learning, 
but a preparation for the work of real, active, 
everyday life. 


IMMIGRATION OF FOREIGN LABOR- 
ERS. 

The Methodist ministers of Chicago ad- 
dressed themselves to the consideration of the 
labor question, particularly on its eight-hour 
aspects, at their regular meeting Monday last. 
As might have been expected, there was a 
diversity of opinion, but several practical and 
very sensible suggestions were thrown out 
which workingmen would do well to consider. 
Among them was the warning of the Rev. 
Mr. Leach that if shortening the hours of 
labor resulted as the Knights believed in fuy- 
nishing an active demand at high wages for 
the unemployed workmen, it would also have 
the effect of attracting crowds of foreign 
workmen to our shores as fast as they could 
cross the ocean, and thus in a little while 
glutting the labor market, 

This is a point which the Knights of Labor 
and workingmen in general who are now ad- 
vocating the eight-hour system have never 
given sufficient consideration. Europe now 
has the enormous number of 350,000,000 peo- 
ple, mostly of the poorer class, crowded into 
a territory no larger than that of the United 
States with its less than 60,000,000 people. 
Great Britain alone would be glad to get rid 
of a million artisans with their families and 
the continental nations could spare five times 
as many more to relieve the terrible pressure 
in supporting these multitudes out of work. 
Europe would gladly send us this summer a 
million workingmen with their families, rep- 
resenting 5, 000 persons, whom that small 
Continent can ot ‘support except as paupers. 
The natural and inevitable outcome of the 
eight-hour movement if it creates, as it is 
claimed, a demand for a million more work- 
men will be a torrent of foreign laborers 
rushing into our ports because ot the hard 
times in Europe, just as it happened from 
1879 to 1883, when the labor boom in this 
country was broken down by the European 
stream and hard times produced here. What 
will be done with this horde of forthcoming 
immigrants who will overflow our already 
overfull cities and towns ? 

The only attempt to answer this question 
we have seen was made by Mr. Hill at the 
recent eight-hour armory meeting, who said: 


To this [a rush of foreigners} we answer that 
measures are now being taken for the organ- 
ization of the laboring classes of Europe, 
whereby their condition may be improved, and 
that they too may have the benefit of eight 
hours and the privilege of remaining at home 
and being prosperous. Whatever may be the 
number Of immigrants that may arrive and 
however many labor-saving machines may 
come, we have only to shorten the time of gen- 
eral labor to & point where tho power of pro- 
duction will balance the power to consume. 


This is very rosy. But Mr. Hill did not 
tell his hearers when the measures would 
so fructify as to keep the impecunious 
myriads at home. It may take fifty years 
or a lifetime, and the supposed plan may 
fall. Where are those organized meas- 
ures” being tried? Is it in Great Britain, 
which is shipping off her unemployed as fast 
as she can? Is it in Belgium, where Govy- 
ernment troops have recently shot the work- 
ingmen into quiet? Is it in France, whichis 
plunging herself into bankruptcy and ruin in 
providing unnecessary work for the unem- 
ployed? Is it in Italy, Hungary, Poland, or 
Bohemia, which are shipping their idlers over 
here by tens of thousands? Is it in Ger- 
many, which is trying to accommodate her 
masses of unemployed by colonizing them ? 
If Mr. Hill's statement of ‘* organized meas- 
ures” means anything it can only mean 
Communism. But does he believe that Com- 
munism will help workingmen or that Com- 
munism can be carried into practice until 
every Government in Europe has been over- 
thrown and all property confiscated ? 


THE President’s prompt action in appoint- 
ing a successor to the late Judge Baxter (a 
Southern Confederate) was made necessary 
by the delayed condition of business in the 
courts of the Sixth Circuit. In Michigan, 
for instance, the United States courts are at 
a standstill since the death of Judge Baxter. 
Judge Withey is in California seeking a res- 
toration to health, and Judge Brown is con- 
fined to his room, and it is not believed that 
he will be able to transact business for 
months tocome. In other parts of the cir- 
cuit the courts are behind with their business, 
and the same condition of affairs is found in 
nearly all the large States where there is a 
great deal of Federal litigation. In New 
York the courts keep up with their business 
only by calling in United States Judges 
from Vermont, Connecticut, and other out- 
side districts where the dockets are not so 
heavy. Meanwhile the volume of cases ap- 
pealed to the United States Supreme Court 
grows greater, and that tribunal is occupied 
mainly with questions that belong to history 
and have been forgotten by everybody except 
the litigants. The delays are so great that 
they amount in many cases to u denial of 
justice. Litigants can tie up matters in the 
Federal courts and keep them there until the 
controversy is decided by lapse of time or the 


value of the disputed right has evaporated. 


The Davis bill, which has been pending in 
Congress for several years, provides the best 
remedy yet suggested for the unsatisfactory 
condition of business in the United States 
courts. Under it the Circuit Court would 
consist of a bench of Judges instead 
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ot a single member, and its decisions 


| Union, 


would be final in a large number 
of cases that are now appealed, the 
Supreme Court being required to pass only 
on constitutional questions and matters of 
great importance. When reorganized the 
Circuit Court would fill the same place as 
the Appellate Court in the jidicial system of 
Illinois. This bill was opposed formerly by 
the Democrats solely because they wanted 
to securs the appointment of the additional 
Circuit Judges; but this factional objection 
is done away with now that there is a Demo- 
cratic President in the White House. Re- 
publicans may regret the necessity of putting 
Democratic State-sovereignty Judges on the 
Federal bench, but this evil is unavoidable, 
and something ought to be done to expedite 
business in the Federal courts. Unless a 
better one can be suggested Congress ought to 
take up the Davis bill and adopt it without 
delay. 


In a tract on labor differences and their 
settlement, issued recently by the Society for 
Political Education, Mr. Joseph D. Weeks 
puts special emphasis on the doctrine that 
arbitration should be resorted to before a 
strike is begun, Arbitration is a good thing, 
but it ought to be used as a preventive rather 
than acure, It is getting the cart before the 
horse to start a strike to compel a resort to 
arbitration. Conciliation is employed to tife 
best advantage when it prevents the waste 
and loss arising from suspension of work 
and adjusts a difficulty without inflicting 
irremediable injury on either party. To 
strike for the purpose of enforcing arbitra- 
tion without any previgus effort to secure 
such a settlement is about as rational as 
the practice of the doctor who had 
only one remedy and always began 
by throwing his patient into fits. If 
permanent tribunals were established for 
the voluntary arbitration of disputes it 
might restrain the present disposition. to 
strike first and arbitrate afterwards. The 
time to arbitrate is before the parties have 
made a declaration of war or become $0 em- 
bittered that they will not listen to reason. 
Such a method saves loss and hardship and 
avoids the angry, exasperated feelings 
aroused by a strike and left to rankle for 
years after the enforced settlement of a con- 
troversy. Permanent boards of arbitration, 
appointed without a view to any particular 
dispute and always within easy reach, may 
induce workmen to resort to arbitration as 
the first solution of difficulties. It is this 
hope alone which authorizes the creation of 
arbitration courts and the payment of their 
expenses out of the public taxes.

SoME ass who fancied he was funny has 
started the story that Lake Michigan is rising 
at the rate ot four inches a year, and will in 
the course of time drown out the City of Chi- 
cago. If he had studied the useful science of 
geography he would have learned that Lake 
Michigan has io its northeastern corner an out- 
let three to four miles wide and fifty odd feet 
deep called the Straits of Mackinaw, through 
which flows that volume of surplus water 
which makes the difference between what the 
lake gains from rains and its tributary streams 
and what it loses by evaporation. The general 
variations in the level of Lake Michigan are 
mainly due to the influence of quite dry and 
very wet seasons. Local variations are due to 
the winds, When they blow strongiy from the 
north and east they pile up the waters on the 
western shore. When they are from the west 
the waters recede. If the outlet were closed 
the lake would only have to rise a few feet to 
find its old channel, which leads to the Illinois 
Valley and thence to the Mississippi River. 
That ancient waterway is south. of Chicago, 
some feet below the city level. So the capi- 
talist need not be scared off from buying Chi- 
cago lots by an empty fear that they will be 
under water in a few years.

Mr. Atkinson, one of the most oare- 
ful and able of statisticians, bas pretty accu- 
rately stated it in his estimate that 74 out of 
90 goes to labor, including labor in producing 
raw materials.

He went back 
to journalism, but was appointed Assistant 
state's Attorney for Cook County in 1881 
py Luther Lafiin Mills. In 1884 he went 
into partnership with Mr. K. B. Feisentbal, and 
his business grew with extraordinary rapidity. 
He was one of the attorneys for the defense in 
the Mackin-Gallagber case. Mr. Thomson was 
over two weeks ago suddenly prostrated and 
was taken to Cincinnatifor treatment. His 
ing down was very sudden, as be was in 
eourt four or five days before, but he had been 
under the weather for some time. The death 
Aa brother and overwork, addedto an ex- 
ly nervous temperament, were the 

causes of bis prostration. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Thomson gave a 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday the following ac- 
count of bis last interview with the deceased

„e was some eighteen years older than 
myself,’ he continued in explanation, ‘and

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MANUAL TRAINING, 


An Appreciative Review of Mr. Charles H. 
Ham’s Recent and Valuable Work on 
This Great Subject. 

Indianapolis News: Mr. Ham may congratu- 
late himself on having written as Startling a 
book as Progress and Poverty.“ It deserves 
as wide a reading. It 1s as entrancing as a June 
romance. Its enthusiasm is as refreshing as a 
shower. It is electrical in its stimulus to 
thought, not only upon the never-ending dis- 
cussion of educational methods, but on the 
‘great social problems which confront people 
today.

Adopting Bacon's 
definidon that Education is the cultivation 
ofa just. and legitimate familiarity betwixt 
the mind and things, he joins to it the asser- 
tion of Comenius: ‘Let those things that 
have to be done be learned by doing them,” 
and the product is the manual-training scnool, 
in which the eye, the hand, the brain are 
trained alike. The pupil draws a design, be 
makes a pattern—or working model if need 
be—he molds, casts, and forges, he planes, pol- 
ishes, and fits, and produces a machine in 
whole or in part. He is taught to handle tools, 
to know foroes, to understand materials, their 
history, growth, production, use. In short, 
mind and body are disciplined together. The 
methods of the system as practiced at Chica- 
go, Purdue University, and elsewhere are set 
forth in detail in the book and with great in- 
terest. 

Now, what is the effect of this training? Tne 
author claims that it imparts a far greater 
amount of useful and practical knowledge, 
but this is a lesser part of its value. It teaches 
the truth and the value of its pursuit, for when 
a thing is made or marred, there can be no 
theorizing as to that fact, no concealment or 
evasion. It teacbes thoroughness, it arouses 
enthusiasm, it exalts labor, and, leading the 
mind to the development or use of natural 
forces and materials, it teaches industry, 
thrift, and content. All this and much more is 
presented so plausibly as to almost carry con- 
viction with it, but Mr. Ham goes deeper. He 
ciaims that manual training or correct educa- 
tion is the most probable cure for all the social 
and indnstrial evils of the day. The present, 
or scholastic, system of education, dealing 
mainly in theories and handling only books, 
is theoretical and uncertain. It nas de- 
veloped the selfishness which has made 
man grasping and tyrannical, intent only 
upon his own enrichment. It is re 
sponsible for monopolies, land-grabbing, 
and speculation. It is based upon the theory 
that labor is degrading and to be avoided, and 
that to make a living by one’s wits is better 
than to live by the work ot one’s nands. With 
great research the writer has fortified these 
views, which at first thought seem so radical— 
possibly absurd. He shows that the work of 
the worid for ages was jone by slaves and hel- 
ots, and it was only when the mind began to 
turn to mecbanical pursuit and the improve- 
ment and invention of tools that our civiliza- 
tion fairly began. If the book had done noth- 
ing more than make this eloquent vindication 
of the dignity of labor and this exposition of 
the possibilities for the race that lie in ac- 
knowiedging and honoring that dignity it has 
done a work that will not falt to the ground. 
But it bas done much more than that, as we 
have tried to faintly outline, and parents, 
teachers, and all interested in humanity as well 
as in practical education will derive benefit 
from reading it. Mr. Ham has sbown his 
journalistic training in the detailed table of 
contents and copious index which make the 
work pertect in an artistic sense. 


TWO LEADING GERMAN QUESTIONS. 


How the Wool-Tariff Feature Is Received— 
Beer-Drinking Prussians and Beer-Gulp- 
ing Americans. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13,—In dis report 
to the State Department United States Consul 
General Raine, at Berlin, says: The protect- 
ive policy which bas been looked upon as a 
panacea has thus far not brought the antici- 
pated relief, though its friend cling to the 
hope that it will yet prove successful, while 
its opponents predict the contrary and point 
with dismay to efforts made in numerous di- 
rections to increase the tariff upon many otu- 


er leading articles creating uneasiness and 
upsetting trade and industry. One of the 
foremost questions at present agitated 
by the protecuionists is that of im- 
posing a duty on wool. The agitation 
was started by a petition of the Society of 
Sheep-Raisers in the Province of Prussia ask- 
ing for an import duty of 30 marks upon raw, 
60 marks upon washed, and 90 marks upon 
scoured wool. Not less than sixty-two peti- 
tions favoring this duty have been presented 
to the Reichstag. And here it must be no- 
ticed that the manufacturers of woolen goods 
and the great textile industries, who but lately 
defended a protective policy, find themselves 
confronted by their own theories. Great ex- 
citement prevails among these industries, and 
remonstrances against the proposed duty come 
in large numbers from manufacturing districts, 
particularly Cottbuss, Loran, Spremburg, Burz, 
Brandenburg, Chemnitz, etc. Prominent com- 
mercial associations join the opposition, and in 
a large meeting of interested persons a ro- 
monstrance was signed.“ 

Consul Menagban at Manheim says: The 
Germans believe that they have a better beer 
than the Americans. It would seem anoma- 
jous for Germany, in large part dependent on 
the outside world tor her grain supply, to have 
better beer than the Americans, who have a 
granary for the world. Many Germans man- 
ufacture in America, and either they bave lost 
their skill or have yielded to the popular de- 
mand for something to cut the throat as it 
goes down, thus giving the Americans an in- 
terior though more palatable beer; for your 
American beer-drinker likes his so well that he 
stands at a bar and gulps it down in one or two 
draughts, while your stolid, slow-moving Ger- 
man sits at a table with three or four compan- 
ions, each paying for his own, never treat- 
ing,’ and thinks of classic lands, or the heroic 
times of 66 and 71. while consuming a pint of 
the famous nectar that cured the iils, delighted 
the heart, and inspired the dreams of old 
Gambrinus.“ 

Monaghan also says: The laboring classes 
work more bours per day than in America. 
From what I have been adle to learn their 
productive capacity is not so great as that of 
American laborers. To this matter I mtend 
giving a special examination, and later shall 
make it the subject of a special report. Here 
the jaboring classes follow the proverb to keep 
the head cool and the feet Warm, for as late as 
Dec. 1 they go to work at haif past 6 in the 
morning wearing great, heavy. clumsy shoes, 
and with no covering whatever on their heads.“ 


PUTTING BUYCOTTERS TO SHAME. 


The Substantial Support Given to Mrs. Gray 
by Respectable People. 

New York Tribune, April 11: A dig police- 
man stood in front of Mrs. Gray’s bakery in 
Hudson street yesterday and prevented any 
congregation of boycotters in front of the store. 
The union pickets, however, staid as near as 
the majesty of the law would permit and dis- 


tributed their circulars and annoyed passers-by 
whom they suspected of being prospective pur- 
chasers of Mrs. Gray’s bread and cakes, So far. 
as transient trade is concerned the effect of the 
boycott has been largely to increase the busi- 
ness of the bakery. There has been a constant 
stream of well dressed customers, both maie 
and female, into the bakery. Many of them 
buy lots of bread which they leave with Mrs. 
Gray for distribution among the needy people 
in the neighborhood, while others defiantly 
carry their purchases under the noses of the 
boycotters. The system of intimidauon against 
neighboring stores-keepers is continued, and 
many of them have refused to handle Mrs. 
Gray’s bread for fear of losing their own cus- 
tomers. The loss of trade from this source 
nas not been sufficient, however, to counter- 
balance the gain from people allover the city 
who take a practical way of showing their 
sympathy with the brave stand taken by Mrs. 
Gray against the tyrannical persecutions of 
the Bakers’ Union, and she is thinking that it 
will soon be necessary to employ more non- 
union men in order to keep up with the in- 
crease of business.

Grain-Shippers Pay an Advance and Char- 
ter the Entire Supply of Vessel-Room— 
The Lake-Carriers’ Association Trying to 
Defeat the Gross-Ton Arrangement— 
Latest Advices from the Straits—Flot- 
sam and Jetsam. | 


Grain shippers were anxious to secure tonnage yes- 
terday. Carriers took advantage of their necessities 
and secured an advance in freights, a namber of 
charters being made at M cents on wheat to Buffalo. 
This is the highest lake freight that has been paid at 
the beginning of the season in several years. The 
cause for the advance was the scarcity of tonnage 
and the fact that shippers were desirous of getting 
their grain out of the elevators in time to secure a 
rebate on storage charges. The fact that all the ves- 
sels chartered were obliged to load their cargoes 
from the Wabash elevator may nave had some effect 
in obtaining the advance. That elevator ts located 
at almost the extreme end of the South Branch, and 
as there are only twelve feet of water that far up 
verv few large grain carriers cam load there. Tow 
bills are also much higher than to any of the 
Other elevators, but the additional expense 
is partially borne by the Wabash Company, which 
contributes toward the tow bill $1 for every 1,000 
bushels loaded at their elevator. An advance was 
also paid on the rate to Kingston, one charter being 
made for that port at t cents on wheat. All of the 
available vessel capacity in Chicago is now provided 
for, with the exception of a limited supply of room

WATER-FOWL SHOOTING. 


The Sport Goes on In and Out of Season 
Regardless of the Law—The Feathery 
Tribes That Are Likely to Be Most Plenti- 
ful This Year. 

Notwithstanding the genera! feeling among 
the better class of sportsmen that the shooting 
of water-fow! should be prohibited by law in 
this part of the country during the spring, 
the semi-annual slaughter of duds goes 


on as usual this spring and reports 
from the various marshes and lakes with- 
in fifty miles of the city show that 


that a good many water-fowl are being killed. 
The strongest argument in favor of suppress- 
ing shooting in the spring is that if the ducks 
are allowed to go North without molestation 
they are much more plentiful in the fall, as 
each pair killed this spring means the loss of 
the prospective brood as well. Mallards have 
not been as plentiful as usual this spring, but 
smaller ducks—bluebill, ringbill, ‘butterball, 
etc., are plenty. Widgeon, pintail, and teal have 
also been killed in considerable numbers and 
here and there a lucky hunter has 
brought down a  canvas-back. The 
first jacksnipe of the season was killed Friday 
near South Lawn, and they may be expected 
to come in plentifully this week, provided the 
weather be warm. 

It is quite the fasbion at present to hunt wild 
geese with Winchesters; but unless a man be 
an expert with that weapon bie chances of 
success are poor. The wild geese are unusually 
plentiful this spring; Dut the goose is the 
shyest and most intelligent of birds, and is 
usually smarter than the hunter who is after 
him. After a man has crept half a mile on a 
wet prairie on his hands, Knees, and stomach, 
only to see the flock get up just before he gets 
in range it requires but littie umeut to con- 
vince him of this fact. It is also surprising 
what a uumber of holes there are in a flock 
passing overhead, and still more surprising 
that a rifle bullet always. finds one of these 
holes instead of a goose.

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FATHER CONWAY’S TRIP TO ROME. 


The Vicar-General Said to Be Charged with 
an Important Mission to the Pope from 
Archbishop Feehan—Rumors of New Hon- 
ors to Be Conferred on Him. 

The visit of the Rey. Vicar-General Conway 
to Rome this spring is not altogether one of 
pleasu e., and it is understood among the more 
prominent clergymen of the archdiocese that 
be is going charged with a mission to the Pope 
from Archbishop Feehan. It bas been rumored 
for some time that two new dioceses were to 
be established in this State, but just where the 
sees were to be located was not decided upon 
until the death of the late Bishop Baltes 
of Alton. As it is, Archbishop Fee- 
ban has but two suffragan ges, 
Peoria and Alton, whereas, in accordance with 
the great Catholic population of the State he 
ought to have three, or at least two more. It 
will be remembered that during the interreg- 
num between Bishop Foley and Archbishop 
Feeban, and while the late Bishop McMullen of 
Davenport was administrator of the diocese, 
Bishop Spalding’ took advantage of the situa- 
tion to do some fine work in Rome by bav- 


cago and added to his own. Archbisnop Fee- 
ban was much incensed at the Bishop's action, 
and has never entirely forgiven him for it, 
The annexation of these five counties took the 
cream of the outside parishes from the Diocese 
of Chicago, for among them were Rock Isiand, 
Mendota, Ottawa, and Streator. At present 
the only parishes of any consequence outside 
of Chicago in this archdiocese are ttose 
of Aurora, Joliet, and Rockford. Arch- 
bishop Feehan was not slow to hint at 
bis dissatisfaction at Bishop Spalding’s 
action when he was in Rome, something more 
than a year ago, and that his hints had some 
influence there may be surmised irom the fact 
that at the last general retreat of his priests 
Bishop Spalding announced that the five coun- 
ties that were cut from this archdiocese were 
likely to be restored at any time. Besides 
prosecuting this matter in Rome it is certain 
that Father Conway, acting under instructions 
from the Archbishop, will unfold the plans for 
the erection of two new sees. A prominent 
priest who knows whereof he speaks said in 
speaking of Father Conway’s proposed visit: 
To begin with, there is no doubt that he will 
bring back a decree restoring the five counties 
you speak about, and in that event be himseif 
will come back atitular Archbishop and co- 
adjutor to Archbishop Feeban, as the restoring 
of the five counties will place more 
labor on the shoulders of the already over- 
worked Archbishop, and will necessitate the 
appointment of a coadjutor. The Archbishop 
recognizes and deeply appreciates the great 
services rendered him in administering the 
afiairs of the archdiocese by Father Conway 
in bis capacity as Vicar-General, and there is 
no priest whom the Archbishop would rather 
see sharing his own title and honors. Father 
Conway is an indefatigable worker, and he is a 
man who has never tailed in an undertaking. 
His executive powers are simply wonderful. 
There will bo at least two new sees established; 
one at Quincy and the other at Cairo or Belle- 
vile. The new Bishop of Quincy will be an 
American, or an Irish-American, and the 
bishop of Cairo a German. Originally the Dio- 
cese Of Aiton was known as the Diocese of 
Alton and Quincy, it having been estabusbed 
Jan. 9, 1858, with the Rt.-Kev. Henry Juncker 
as the first Bishop. In 1857 Bishop Juncker 
dropped the title of Bishop of Quincy and fixed 
his permanent residence at Aiton. He diéd in 
1868, and was succeeded by Bishop Baltes in 
1870. Since that time, however, Quincy has 
advanced in every way, while Alton has retro- 
graded at about the same rate. There is no 
3 the diocese of Aiton will be abol- 

Father Conway’s name has been prominently 
mentioned for a Bishopric ever since he was 
promoted to the office of Vicar-General, and it 
is said by priests who claim to know that he 
could have had a mitre some time ago if he 
had desired one. At any rate, if Archbishop 
Feehan is to have a coadjutor Father Conway 
is most certainly the man who will be ap- 
pointed to the bigh office. 


THE CROP OUTLOOK, 


Reports from the Northwestern Wheat 
Country—Seeding Generally in Progress 
and the Prospects Excellent. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Mion., April 12,—{8pecial. |— 

Reports from different directions in the Nortb- 

west show that seeding is fairly under way, al- 

though backward in some sections. Over a 

large area along the Northern Pacific line 

seeding has already begun, and is progressing 
finely. There will be a considerably increased 
acreage over last year in hard spring wheat. 

There is no delay through late spring plowing. 

The season is early. There is ample time to 

prepare all the unplowed area that may have 

been left from last fall, but this at 
most is very small. The condition of the 
ground is emphatically favorable, but in 
much of the country rain is badly needed. 

There will be a larger acreage of small grains 

—outs, barley, flax, and potatoes aiso—than 

ever before. As to the acreage of wheat it is 

hard to state, but it wil: certainly be larger 
than that of last year. An official of the Mani- 
toba says the ground is in an excellent condi- 
tion. Most of the plowing was done last tail. 
The acreage of wheat will be about the same as 
last year, but crops will be more diversified 
than ever before. Far more oats, flax, rye, 
barley and potatoes will be raised. Corn will 
also be largely pianted. Farmers are now 
seeding all along the lines, and especially 
aiong the lower half, or south of Fargo and 
Glyndon. The farmers are in a better condi- 
tion financially and look for a fine grain sea- 
son. From interviews with leadme farmers 
from the vicinity of Grand Forks it was 
learned the prospects for an increase of 
from 10 to 15 per cent in acreage in the north- 
ern part of che Red River Valley are good. 
Along the lines of the Milwaukee Road the 
late spring has greatly retarded the work of 
seeding. The Omaha officials report that seed- 
ing has begun all through Dakota and Soutb- 
ern Minnesota. Very little has been attempted 
in Nebraska and Jowa on account of wet 
ground and late snows. There is little or 
no late plowing to be done. Between 

St. Paul and Sioux City the lands 

are all drying off and farmers are gotting ready 

to push the work of ing at the earliest mo- 
ment. On the other side of the Missouri 

River, in Nebraska, there bas been from one 

to three inches of snow for the iast two weeks. 

As yet it is too early to make any predictions 

as to the probable acreage along the Omaha 

line. A gentleman from Aberdeen stated yes- 
terday that seeding in Mower County and other 
parts of Central Dakota is well under way, 
with a prospect of an increase of about 
15 per cent over last year. The acreage of 
wheat in the valley of the Red River will be 
fully as large as last year. It was not expected 
that this would be the case, but those farmers 
who sold their grain last fail realized profitable 
prices, and feel eneouraged with the present 
outlook to sow as large an acreage as possible, 
notwithstanding a large number have invested 
in stock. Further west the wheat acreage will 
be less than last year, the cause for it bemg 
two reasons—first, not so many of the farmers 
sold their wheat as early as those of the Red 

River Valley; and, second, more diversified 

farming. 

MANKATO, Minn., April 12.—(Special.|—The 
snow has all melted here, the weather is fine, 
and the ground 1s in the best of condition for 
seeding, which has commenced, and today 
seven-eighths of the farmers of Blue Earth 
County are engaged in their spring seeding, 
and half the grain is sou. The acreage of 
wheat will be about the same as last season, 
and the principal increase will be made in di- 
versified crops.

PISCICULTURK, 


Sixteenth Annual Convention of the Ameri- 
can Fishery Society—Fishes Hatched While 
You Wait at the Exposition Building. 

The American Fishery Society began its six- 
teenth annual meeting at the Palmer House 
yesterday morning, being called to order by 
Dr. W. M. Hudson, Chairman of the Connecti- 
cut State Fish Commission, who said on taking 
the chair that he hoped the meeting would 
makeup in enthusiasm and quality what it 
lacked in numbers, In the election of new 
members the following names were enrolled: 
J. N. Dewey, W. D. Tomlin, Dr. S. P. Bart- 
lett, of Quincy, III.; J. H. Bissell, Joseph 
Nevin, C. C. MHinchmap, and Herschel 
Whitaker of Detroit; Walter D. Marks of Paris, 
Mich.; Dr. S. E. Adams of Peoria, III.: N. K. 
Fairbank and A. Booth of Chicago; Dr. E. 8. 
Holmes of Grand Rapids, Mich.:, Dr. R. O. 
Sweeney of St. Paul; Philo Dunning of W. 
consin. Fred Mather’s paper ov smelt hatch- 
ing was a brief one and dealt chiefly with the 
difficulty experienced in handling the eggs be- 
cause of their diminutive size and their adhe- 
sive qualities. 

After an off-hand discussion of Mr. Mather’s 
paper Mr. J..P Bissell read his essay on ‘* Fish 
Culture a Practical Art.“ Mr. Bissell argued 
that the most urgent question now was, Could 
the fisheries of this country be saved? 
Fish batchbery, he said, bad been demon- 
strated to be a practical art, but one compara- 
tively in its infancy, as direct knowledge bear- 
ing on its various details was but of recent dis- 
covery. He pointed out how the industry was 
increasing frum year to year, simply as the re- 
sult of the increased population of the country 
and the growing demand for fish food. He ar- 
mued that there were some features in the 
artificial production of fish that tended to show 
that it was not entirely successful, but dis- 
posed of tne objections by stating that up to 
the present nearly all the efforts made in that 
direction ia his State were of an experimental 
character. He concluded by stating that now 
barren waters could be made productive, and 
giving a general recapitulation of che Michigan 
product. 

After remarks upon Mr. Bissell's paper by 
Mr. A, Booth, Mr. N. K. Fairbank followed in 
a sbort talk in which he said he believed that 
the only way of maintaining the supply of 
tresb fish was by artificial propagation. He 
thought the annual appropriations of the Fed- 
eral Government for scientific research on this 
question could be best expended in the propa- 
gation of fish, and believed that the supply of 
white fish could be largely increased if the 
proper steps were taken. 

It was developed in the closing discussion 
that the $3,000,000 worth of salmon annually 
taken from the Columbia River could be re- 
placed for the sum of $10,000. The meeting 
then adjourned until 10 a. m. today.

William A. Butler Jr., of the Michigan Fish 
Commission: Robert Ormsby, President of the 
Minnesota Fish Commission; J. N. Dewey, of 
the Lake Erie Fish Hatchery; W. D, Tomlin, of 
the Duluth Fish Hatcbery; James Nevin, of 
the Wisconsin Fish Commission; Frank N. 
Clark, of the United States Fish Commission; 
S. P. Bartlett, of the Illinois Fish Commission; 
N. K. Fairbank and A. Booth, cf Chicago. 

The society’s exhibition of live fish and of 
the process of fish-hatching was informally 
opened at the Exposition Building yesterday. 
The exhibition was not as large as had been 
expected, some of the Government exhibits 
tailing to arrive in time. The tanks which 
encircle the fountain in the centre of the build- 
ing were more than sufficient to accommodate 
all the fish shown yesterday, several ot them 
being empty. 

The interesting part of the exhibit was the 
hatching apparatus for the production of 
whitefish. This consisted of about a dozen 
glass jars, similar to the commonest kind used 
by confectioners, with three or four larger 
jars, and several sections of glass and rubber 
tube. Each of the smaller jars is about half 
filled with roe or egg-spawn, and filled up with 
water. Two tubes are inserted in each jar— 
one connecting with the fountain-pump and 
the other with one of the larger jars, which 
contains only water. The water thus enters 
by one tube apd escapes by the other, the ob- 
ject being to keep the roe constantly in mo- 
tion. Ripe roe—that is, roe that has reached 
the hatching point—is the kind used in the ex- 
hibition, so that visitors can see the actual 
hatching of the fish. Each little egg, it could 
be seen, had two black dots. As the eggs 
rolled over with the constant action of the 
water some of them could be seen to bave a 
little gelatinous projection, which increased 
with every roll until it became a well-developed 
tail. Then the tail got buoyant enough to 
swing the egg in the water, and the dots be- 
came eyes, and tne egg a head, and the 
whole little beast was carried by the 
current up through the tube to the larger jar, 
whence it was subsequently transferred with 
several hundred of its brethren to one of the 
big tanks and left to hustle for a living. A 
single fish may contain 40,000 of these eggs, 
and 3,500,000 of them make a oar-load. The 
roe is collected in December and January, and 
hatched from the middle of March to the mid- 
die ot May. As quick as it is hatched it 18 
shipped to different points aloug the lakes, and 
then taken outin tugs and dumpedin. This 
refers to the whitefish only. Carp is sent to 
the ponds, trout to tne rivers, shad to the 
brackish mouths of rivers emptying into the 
ocean, and salmon to the bays and harbors of 
the ocean coasts. The whitefish roe on exhibi- 
tion is all from the Government hatchery at 
Northville, Mich. 

The other exbibits included German carp, a 
broad-beamed fish with half its scales missing— 
looking as if it had been through the war and 
had got baaly beaten. Whether 140 10 years 
old or two to eighteen inches long, it was ali the 
same—each carp looked as if it deserved a pen- 
sion. The rainbov trout” were pretty pink- 
and-white speckled things, the kind one does 
not get in the restaurants. The German trout 
fry ’’ were badly in the minority. Each ‘‘fry’’ 
was less than an inch long by a quarter-inch 
wide, and there were only two of them to a 
twelve-foot tank. The-salmon troutfry in an- 
other tank were innumerable except by the 
galion, and the specimens of salmon, grayling, 
and bybrid fishes were interesting and abun- 
dant.

THE STATE CAPITAL. 


Plans for the New Soldiers’ Home Ap- 
proved and the Proposals to Be Received 
May 18. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 13.—The Board of 
Trustees of the Soldiers’ Home, composed of 
Gen. Dustin of Sycamore, Col. Dickason of 
Dauville, and Maj. Rowland of Quincy, with 
Maj. Randolph of Chicago, the architect, beld 
a regular meeting here today. The board, 
after much labor and investigation and com- 
parisons, finally passed upon a plan of con- 
struction of the proposed buildings. There is 
to be one headquarters building of stone, 
which will temporarily be used to accommo- 
date 100 veterans; also sixteen brick cottages, 
with dining-room attachments for each, in all 
to hold 400 veterans; a boiler-house and a tun- 
nel, connected with its smokestack, for von- 
tilation; ample sewerage, gas, and water; a 
commissary and culinary building of suf- 
ficient capacity for all the inmates. 
In addition there will be a laundry building. 
The estimated cost for all the projected plans 
complete will be about $180,000. The board 
authorized propositions for contracts for work 
to be opened at Quincy, May 18, at 2 o'clock, and 
to be published in three newspapers in Chicago, 
three in Springfield, and two in Quincy. Plaus 
and specifications are to be prepared at once. 
The grounds of the proposed site embrace 142 
acres, and are rapidiy being put in condition 
under direction of Capt. Nichols, topographicat 
and landscape engineer. In passing upon the 
plans as submitted, Gov. Oglesby exercised

severe judgment and profound knowledge of . 


what was best, criticising here, suggesting 
there, and cordially approving the maturer 
judgment of the board. Secretary Fred Wines, 
of the Board of Charities, assisted the Governor 
by many pertinent suggestions and imquiries, 
as also Capt. Nichols, who was for four years a 
p ment official at the Dayton National 
Héme. The Governor formally approved the 
twenty sheets of designs and specifications. 

There is a serious outbreak of small-pox at 
Carmi, in White County. The disease was in- 
troduced by atramp who appeared in the town 
early in March in the eruptive stage. The 
character of the illness was not recognized and 
no precautions were taken until several other 
cases had occurred. The State Board of Health 
sent a physician to the locality to decide as to 
the nature of these cases. They were at once 
pronounced to be small-pox, and all necessary 
preventive measures bave becn instituted, 
Supplies of vaccine have been furnished by 
the board and general vaccination is being eu- 
forced. Three deaths have thus far occurred; 
one new case was reported yesterday, and it is 
feared there are others in the surrounding 
country.
